To hear and act on the reports of the various town officers and 
committees. 

On motion of J. W. Clark, Voted, to accept the reports of 
the town officers as contained in the printed report. 

Committee on by-laws reported a code of laws. On motion 
of J. M. Crane, Voted, that the by-laws as reported be printed 
and distributed to voters for consideration, action to be re- 
ferred to town meeting next fall. Voted, that the committee 
attend to printing and distributing. 

Arr. 3. To choose a clerk and treasurer, board of selectmen, board of 


assessors, board of overseers of the poor, collector, constable, auditor, and one 
member of the school committee for three years and one for two years. To

_ Art. 4. To vote “ Yes * or “No” in answer to the question: “Shall 
licenses for the sale of intoxicating liquors be granted in this town ?” 


Whole number of ballots cast 65,— Yes 26, No 39. 


Art. 5, To see if the town will accept the list of jurors as revised by the 
selectmen and posted according to law. 


Voted, to accept list of jurors, viz: Caleb S. Williams, 
James H. Haines, Joseph S. Adams, Henry E. Hosmer, 
George C. Thrasher, Putnam k.

Art. 6. To see if the town will authorize the treasurer, with the approval 


of the selectmen, to borrow money in anticipation of taxes, the same to be paid 
from the tax of 1889. 


Voted, that the treasurer be authorized, with the approval 
of the selectmen, to hire money in anticipation of the taxes 
of the present and current year, and to give notes of the town 
therefor; and the debts incurred under authority of this vote 
are hereby made payable from said taxes, provided no note be 
valid against the town unless countersigned by the selectmen. 


Art. 7. To raise such sums of money as may be deemed necessary to de- 
fray town expenses for the year ensuing. 


Granted $5,400. Appropriated amounts as follows: High- 
ways, bridges and sidewalks, $1,200; fire department, $250 ; 
poor department, $900; schools, incidentals, salaries, tuition, 
transportation, fuel, and care of houses, $1,900; snow bills, 
$100; general incidentals, $800. 

Voted, that the town recommend to the board of selectmen, 
that they appoint one of their own number as superintendent 
of streets, in compliance with Chap. 98 of the Acts of 1888-9.

C. Thrasher, Voted, that the town au- 
thorize its park commissioners to purchase for the town 
of Henry L. Millis for the sum of ten ($10,000 ) thousand 
dollars a certain tract of land on Curve and Union streets, 
bounded and described as in warrant. 


Art, 5. To see if the town will instruct its park commissioners to make a 
contract with Henry L. Millis, to maintain and keep in repair its public park, 
for the sum of one thousand dollars per annum for a period of ten years, or do 
any other act or thing in relation to the same. 


The following letter was read by the clerk :- — 


Mixuis, Mass., May 21, 1889. 
To the Inhabitants of the Town of Millis: 


Whereas, it has come to my knowledge that there is a movement on foot 
among the citizens of our town of Millis to lay out a public park, and whereas 
I believe it would be a great advantage, not only to the property of every land 
owner of Millis, but would be a decided public improvement, I take pleasure 
in making the following proposition to you, viz: That if it shall seem wise to 
the inhabitants of the town of Millis to lay out such park, and if they will ap- 
propriate the sum of ten thousand dollars for the purchase of a park on Curve 
and Union streets, for the boundaries of which reference is hereby made to 
the town warrant of May 18, 1889, and to drawings which are submitted to the 
town meeting, in consideration of the town maintaining and improving said 
park and the streets leading to and about said park, I will guarantee to pay 
said town one thousand dollars per annum for a period of ten years.

Src. 1. The selectmen shall have full authority, as agents 
of the town, to institute and proseeute suits in the name of 
the town, and to appear and defend suits brought against it, 
unless it is otherwise specially ordered by a vote of the town. 

Src. 2. The selectmen may authorize the treasurer to bor- 
row money temporarily, in anticipation of the collection of 
taxes, and give promissory notes therefor in behalf of the 
town, the same to be signed by the treasurer and counter- 
signed by a majority of the selectmen, and all promissory 
notes of the town shall be executed in like manner. 


Sec. 3. Each and every board of town officers shall keep 
a record of all the votes and actions of their several boards. 
Src. 4. Each board of town officers shall hand in to the 
selectmen their annual report, within ten days after the close 
of the financial year. 
Src. 5. The selectmen shall annually before the annual

Sec. 6. Theselectmen shall annual 
police officers, pursuant to Public Statutes 
85, who, in addition to their other duties req 
laws of the Commonwealth, shall make complaints and 
into execution any judgments for violations of these b 
except those relating to truancy. 

Sec. 7. The assessors shall each year make a certificate 
within the valuation book of that year, of all abatements of 
taxes, with names, amounts, and cause, and date of abate- 
ments. 
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ARTICLE Iv. 
FINANCIAL REGULATIONS, 


Sec. 1. The financial year shall begin with the first day of 
January in each year, and end with the last day of December 
following. 

Sec. 2. No money shall be paid from the treasury, except 
the state and county taxes, and notes and interest thereon, 
without a written order therefor, signed by a majority of the 
board contracting the same. 

Sec. 3. The assessment of taxes shall be completed and the 
tax list and warrant shall be delivered to the collector, on or 
before the first day of September in each year. 

Sec. 4, All taxes assessed in each year shall be paid on or 
before the first day of Noyember in the same year: and on 
all such taxes as shall not be paid on or before said first da 
of November, interest shall be charged at a rate to be fixed 
annually by the town, pursuant to Public Statutes, chapter 
11, section 67. And the collector shall use all the means and 
processes provided by law for the collection of taxes remain- 
Ing unpaid after the first day of December in the same year. 
Bills for poll taxes only shail be payable on demand. 

Sec. 5. The collector shall cause to be printed upon the 
tax bills, the foregoing by-law. with the rate of interest on 
unpaid taxes fixed by vote of the town. 

Sec. 6. The compensation of the collector of taxes shall 
be one per cent. on all taxes committed to him for collection, 
unless the town shall vote at the annual meeting to change 
such rate per cent., in which case he shall receive such com- 
pensation as the town may vote, for collecting the taxes com- 
mitted to him for that year, which shall be in full for all ser- 
vices and expenses: and he shall pay over to the treasurer 
the amount of all the taxes and all interests accrued com- 
mitted to him on or before the first day of January next fol- 
lowing the commitment, except such as may be abated by the 
assessors ; and he shall not be entitled to any compensation 
until the whole amount of taxes and all acerned interest shall 
have been paid into the treasury as aforesaid. 


ARTICLE Y. 
POLICE REGULATIONS. 


Sec. 1. Whoever shall pasture any cattle, goats, or other 
animals, either with or without a keeper, upon any street or 
way in the town, shall forfeit a sum not exceeding twenty

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dollars for each violation hereof, provided that nothing herein 
contained shall affect the right of a person to the use of the 
land within the limits of a street or way adjoining his premises. 

Src. 2. Whoever shall behave in any indecent or disor- 
derly manner, or use profane, indecent or insulting language, 
in any publie place, or on any sidewalk or street in the town, 
to the annoyance or disturbance of any other person there 
being, or passing in a peaceable manner, shall forfeit and pay 
a sum not less than one dollar, nor more than twenty mae 
for each offence. 4 

Sec. 3. Whoever shall aftix with paste or other adhesive 
substance, any bill, placard, or notice, or shall write any 
figures, words, or devices, to or upon a building, fence or 
wall in the town, shall forfeit and pay a sum not less than 
one dollar, nor more than ten dollars for each offence. 

Sec. 4. Whoever shall be or remain upon any doorstep, 
portico, or other projection from any house or building, « 
upon any wall or fence on or near any street or public place, 
atter being requested by any occupant of the premises or by 
any constable or police officer to remove therefrom, shall for- 
feit and pay a sum of not less n one dollar, nor more than 
ten dollars for each offence 

Sec. 5. Whoever, means or in any manner, sh 
willfully frighten any horse, or play at any game in which a 
ball is used, or shoot with | and arrows, or throw stones 
or other missiles, in any street or on any sidewalk, shall for- 
feit and pay a sum not less than one dollar, nor more th 
ten dollars, for each offence. 


ARTICLE VI. 


Sec. 1. These by-laws may be amended at any annual 
town meeting, an article or articles for that purpose having 
been inserted in the warrant for such meeting. aig 

Sec. 2. All forfeitures under any of the by-laws of the 
town, shall be recovered by complaint, and shall inure to the 
use of the town of Millis. : 

Src. 3. No person shall be prosecuted or tried for any 
breach of the provisions of any by-law of the town, un- 
less the complaint for the same shall be within three 
months from the time of committing such

of the Town of Millis; that they will grade said tract of land in a proper 
manner, and will expend, in the grading of said grounds and in the erection 
and equipment of said building, a sum of money amounting to not less than 
four thousand dollars, and that said building shall be erected and said grounds 
be graded in accordance with plans satisfactory to, and accepted by, said party 
of the second part before the delivery of these instruments, and that the lower 
story of said building shall be under the exclusive control of the party of the 
second part. 


Timrp. And, in consideration of the conveyance of said tract of land and 
the erection of said railroad station by the said parties of the first part, said 
party of the second part, for itself, its successors, and assigns, covenants and 
agrees: that the lower story of said building shall be used only for the pur- 
poses of a railroad passenger station ; that said inhabitants shall forever have 
free access to, and the use, control and direction of, the upper story of said 
building for the purposes of using the same for town offices and a public 
library; that it will keep the same building insured for a sum not less than 
four thousand dollars in amount for the benefit of said inhabitants of the 
Town of Millis, and for a sum not less than two thousand five hundred dollars 
in amount for its own benefit, but the money received from the insurance com- 
pany, in both cases, in the event of damage by fire, is to be used only i 
repairing and replacing the said building, but not at an expense to the r: 
of over six thousand five hundred dollars, upon the same general plans as the 
one now provided for; that it will keep the lower story and exterior of said 
building in repair, and the above described tract of land suitably graded for 
passenger station grounds; that it will heat and light said building, and that 
the expense thereof shall be borne in the proportion of two-thirds by said com- 
pany and one-third by said town; that it will move the present railroad 
station in Millis from its present site to a place on the same tract it is now on, 
at, or near, the place now occupied by the coal sheds; that it will maintain the 
fence between the above described tract and land of the said Moses Richard- 
son, and that no buildings shall ever be erected upon said above described 
tract. 


And upon a breach of any of said agreements by the said party of the second 
part, or in the event of said party of the second part, or its successors or assigns, 
ceasing to operate a railroad through said town, said parties of the first part, 
their heirs, executors, and administrators shall have a right to re-enter and re- 
possess themselves of said above mentioned tract as of their former estate, 
and to remove the said building. 

And it is expressly agreed by both parties to this indenture that the upper 
story of said building shall be reached by the entrance and stairway as now 
constructed, which stairway and entrance said inhabitants of the Town of 
Millis shall keep in repair. 

In witness whereof, the said parties of the first part have hereunto set their 
hands and seals, and the said corporation has caused its corporate seal to he 
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Now therefore, we, Harriet P. Millis of the said town of Millis, in the 
County of Norfolk and Commonwealth of Massachusetts, Henry L. Millis of 
said Town of Millis, Hattie E. Dow, wife of Frederick C. Dow of Manchester, 
in the state of New Hampshire, and Helen E. Van Kleeck, wife of Livingstone 
B. Van Kleeck of the city, county, and state of New York, the widow and 
heirs respectively of the said Lansing Millis, in loving memory of a husband 
and father, and as a slight expression of their interest in the future growth 
and prosperity of the town and the inhabitants thereof, hereby give to the said 
inhabitants of the Town of Millis the use, occupation, and control of the upper 
story of the building which they have recently erected on Exchange street, in 
said town of Millis, and now on land of the New York & New England Rail- 
road Company, and fitted and equipped for the purposes of a railway station, 
town offices, and library rooms, and which they are pleased to designate as the 
“Millis Memorial.” Said gift is made upon condition that the said upper 
story shall be used exclusively by said inhabitants for the purposes of offices 
for their town officers and for a free public library; that the library rooms 
shall be open, lighted, and heated for the use of the said inhabitants at any 
and all times that shall be determined upon by the officers of said library; that 
the said inhabitants will not lease, underlet, nor permit any person or persons 
to occupy the same for any other purposes except with the approbation of the 
above named parties, or their heirs, in writing having been first obtained ; and 
that the said inhabitants will not commit or suffer any waste thereof, and that 
they will keep in repair and in a clean condition the said upper story together 
with the stairway and entrance thereto, and also subject to the following terms 
and conditions which are set forth in an instrument of indenture entered into 
between the said above named parties and the New York & New England 
Railroad Company, October 2oth, 1886, and on record with Norfolk County 
Deeds, to which reference is hereby made, viz.: “Said party of the second 
part, (the New York & New England Railroad Company,) for itself, its suc- 
cessors and assigns, covenants and agrees — that the said inhabitants, ( of the 
Town of Millis,) shall forever have free access to, and the use, control and 
direction of, the upper story of said building for the purposes of using the 
same for town offices and a public library; to keep said building insured for a 
sum not less than four thousand dollars in amount for the benefit of said 
inhabitants of the Town of Millis. 

All money received from an insurance company, in case of damage by fire, is 
to be used only in repairing and replacing said building, but not to an expense 
to said railroad of over six thousand five hundred dollars, upon the same gen- 
eral plan as the one now provided for; to keep the lower story and exterior of 
said building in repair, —and upon a breach of any of said agreements by said 
party of the second part, (the New York & New England Railroad Com- 
pany,) or in the event of said party of the second part, or jts successors or 
assigns, ceasing to operate a railroad through said town, the parties of the first 
part, (the above named parties,) their heirs, successors, and administrators, 
shall have the right to re-enter and re-possess themselves of said above men- 
tioned tract as of their former estate and remove the said building, and it is 
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expressly agreed by both Parties to this indenture th: 
building shall be reached by a stairway from the out 
inhabitants of the Town of Millis

REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN. 


, fo THE INHABITANTS OF THE Town oF Miuis: After 
the adjo of the annual town meeting, April 1, “89, 
the selectmen organize by the choice of Moses C. Adams. 
chairman ; He is, clerk ; being sworn into office by 
Willard P. Clark, justice of the peace. 

The law requiring the selectmen to appoint a superintend- 
ent of highways, al as a vote was cast recommending the 
selectmen to appoint one of their number, Moses C. Adams, 
chairman of the selectmen, was appointed. 

Two matters have come before your selectmen this year in 
which the whole town has been very much interested. 

The first one a contract for constructing Pleasant street at 
ville, and the other for constructing Orchard street and 
lins bridge in Millis proper. 

The contractors for constructing Pleasant street at Rock- 
ville lave finished the road to the satisfaction of a ma- 
jority of your selectmen (the dissenting selectman being 

H. Haines ) with the exception of a few minor details 


which the county commissioners have ordered to be done, 
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and which they will finish as soon as the weather permits. 
For this work we received three bids: One from Jeremiah 
Johnson for $950; one from J. E. Linneman for $750, and 
one from Thresher & Hutchins for $800. The road was to 
be finished according to the specifications given by the select- 
men, and they haye been lived up to, as we have stated before, 
with the exception of a few minor details. 

In regard to the difference of fifty dollars in the price of 
the contract, we decided after discussion, that it was better 
to give the contract to Thresher & Hutchins even if their bid 
was fifty dollars more than the lowest bid. We did this for 
the reason that Messrs. Thresher & Hutchins live in Millis, 
and it was the implied sentiment of the town as expressed in 
town meeting that the contract, if it came anywhere near the 
price of outside contracts, should be given to those living in 
town, so that the money would also remain in town as far as 
possible. 

In regard to Orchard street, it has been a matter that has 
caused a great deal of anxiety for the past two years; we 
have been constantly watching the road to see if there was 
ay danger at or from the bridge or by wash out from the 

am. 

In walking one day by the edge of the bridge to find the 
cause of a slight depression, we found that the stone had 
given way, and that the beams rested on the edge very close 
to the edge of the stone work. This was remedied as far as 
possible and the condition of things remained unchanged for 
some six months, when accidentally a crowbar was thrust 
into the end of the wood work, and we found that with very 
little effort, it went through the rotten wood. It was then 
decided that it was an immediate necessity to rebuild the 
bridge. When it was decided to do this, it was also discoy- 
ered that the water had commenced to make its way from the 
dam under the road itself, the roadway being below the level 
of the dam. and it was thought advisable to raise the bridge 
to such a height that there would be no danger of its being 
washed away. If the bridge was raised it was also necessary 
to raise the grade of the street, and although we knew that 
the expense would be great, we felt that it was economy to 
do this now rather than to wait and probably see the road 
washed out, which would cause us an expense of probably 
two thousand dollars to repair. 

We are pleased to report that Mr. M. H. Collins, who owns 
the dam property, has written the selectmen a letter in which 
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he has yery generously decided to build upon the stone work, 
which we raised only to the grade of the street, a brick and 
wooden fence, which will he an ornament to that part of the 
town, and which without doubt will cost him some three or

We have heard considerable criticism on the course we 
have taken in this matter, but we feel that the public spirited 
people of the town approve our action. 

During the early part of the year we received 4 petition 
for the widening and straightening of Plain strect, Nothing 


the railroad, and we have not the least doubt that if the land 
damages should be waived, the railroad company would do its 
part towards widening the bridge. We would refer this mat- 


together with the putting on of gravel in the way in which it 
has been put on, namely, merely as a top dressing. is an

merely top dressed with gravel. be dug ont fora slight depth, 
filled in solid with large stones to a width of twenty feet 
through the centre of the Street, that small stones be placed

on top of them and finally be thoroughly grave 

Although we know that this would be were ae 
the next few years, it would be a great saying in the time to 
come. We would recommend that eight hundred dollars 
be granted for this special work, and that this amount of 
money be expended this year in taking care of the worst of 
these roads. 

We have to deal throughout our town with a soil that is 
very springy, especially at the time when the frost is coming 
out of the ground, and it is impossible to have good roads 
with merely a grading of gravel. 

We, would also suggest that the macadamizing that was 
done last year from the depot up towards the post-office be 
widened five feet. 

The guide boards through the centre of the town have 
been all renewed, and are today in first-class shape, and we 
would suggest to the incoming board that they carry out the 
plan of guide boards as now seen upon our streets today. 

Referring to the watering trough, the selectmen have 
thonght it best to wait until a stand-pipe shall be located so 
that there shall always be sufficient water for any one wish- 
ing to use it, and have taken no action thereon. 

One thing is absolutely necessary for the advance of the 
town, that is, a thorough lighting of our streets. This has up 
to date always been done at the expense of one of our select- 
men, and knowing that it is now thoroughly appreciated by the 
people, we would suggest that the town grant two hundred 
and fifty dollars for the erection of a few new lamp posts and 
for the care and lighting of the lamps. We understand that 
Mr. Henry L. Millis will give to the town the lamp posts that 
are now set up along its streets. We would also recommend 
an appropriation to be used for the suppression of illegal 
liquor selling. The constable of ow: town, Mr. J. W. Far- 
well, has had a year of unusual activity in suppressing the 
illegal sale of liquor and in the care of intoxicated persons. 

The contract for the station at Millis between the New 
York and New England Railroad and the heirs of Lansing 
Millis will be found in another part of the annual report, the 
matter having now been settled to our mutual satisfaction. 

We would recommend that $1,000 be appropriated for 
highways and sidewalks outside of the special grant of $800.

To tHE CrrizeNs Or Mruuis: As Cardinal Gibbons has 
well said “God has given us a heart to be formed to virtue 
as well as a head to be enlightened. By secular education 
vee ee the mind; by moral training we direct the 


Tt is in our public schools that both mental and moral cult- 
ure are secured, since besides instruction in arithmetic and 
other studies the State requires those who teach, — 

“To exert their best endeavors to impres the youth com- 
mitted to their care and instruction in the principles of purity 
and justice, and a sacred regard for truth: love of their 
country, humanity, and universal benevolence - sobriety, in- 
dustry and frugality : chastity, moderation and temperance, 
and those other virtues which are the ornament of human 
Society, and the basis on which a republican institution is 
founded ; and it shall be the duty of such instructors to 
endeavor to lead their pupils, as their ages and capacities 
will admit, into a clear understanding of the tendency of the 
» mentioned virtues to preserve and perfect a republican 
tion and secure the blessings of liberty as well as to 
promote their future happiness, and also to point out to them 
the evil tendencies of the opposite vices.” 

Thus full provision is made for forming the heart to virtue, 
so far as faithful instruction can do it, in the legitimate work

of our public schools. As Daniel Webster once said, “ There 
are certain great truths which are admitted and believed by 
all Christians. All believe in the existence of God. All be- 
lieve in the immortality of the soul. All believe in the 
responsibility in another world for our conduct in this.” 
These and such great truths of religion, he declares in sub- 
stance, may be taught to all children in the public schools 
without offence to any sect of Christians. | And as some one 
else has said, * There is no sectarianism in the Sermon on the 
Mount, nor in what may be called the strict moral teachings 
of the New Testament, so that our public schools may fur- 
nish a Christian education in the essentials of morality and 
religion, without being in the least denominational.” And 
such instruction can be given without making our schools in 
any sense sectarian, or giving any occasion either to account 
our public schools godless or to necessitate Church schools, 
because of lack of moral training in those supported by the 
State. 

The schools of this town from year to year show a marked 
improvement in good manners, respectful behavior and a 
high sense of what is right and Christian, which cannot be 
of less importance to the rearing of good citizens and the 
welfare of the Commonwealth than the progress made in 
purely intellectual studies. 

The last term of the school year the schools suffered more 
than usual from irregular attendance, owing to the great 
amount of illness, but they were never in a better condi- 
tion in all that goes to make up good schools. 

Vocal musie has been taught throughout the year, with 
the usual success and adyantage. ‘The change of the teacher 
in this department has proved no detriment. 

The committee have made favorable changes in some of 
the text books. e. g., in the History of the United States and 
in the series of Geographies, and have in consideration a 
change in the series of Arithmetics, the ones now in use 
haying become much worn and haying been in the schools 
for many years. 


Tt isa pleasure to record the receipt of National Flags for 
our school-houses, presented by patriotic citizens, and to 
announce that there will be appropriate public exercises when 
these flags are formally presented to the town, 

To speak a little in detail of our public schools, mention 
may be made first of :— 
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THE ADAMS SCHOOL. 


This school was established as early as 1698. There is a 
record of a grant that year of fifty shillings from the publie 
money of the town, to be expended here for schooling the 
children. This sum was increased to three pounds in 1700. 
The first teacher, without doubt, was Mrs. Experience Adams, 
wife of Peter Adams. Mr. Adams was one of the first two 
deacons of the Church of Christ, established here in 1714. 
Mrs. Adams had six children, the youngest about two years 
old at the time. 

That she was the first teacher is made quite evident by the 
record of the first money paid for teaching, viz: “payed unto 
Peter Adams for his wives keeping school on this side of the 
River it being the full of his due, 2—9_11.” This payment 
exactly absorbed the amount granted, except a single penny, 
which may have been the commission of the town treasurer 
for handling the money. In 1699 Mrs. Adams’ youngest son, 
George, was born, and there is a record of “Sergt. Joseph 
Daniell being paid for teaching school ” that year. 

This school was named in 1885 for Mrs. Experience Adams, 
its first teacher, and called the Adams school by yote of 
the town. Hence, only six years after the great Columbian 
celebration in Chicago, (¢. ¢.. in 1898,) will occur the Bicenten- 
nial of this school, to which we should look forward and for 
the celebration of which we should make all due preparations. 

There are still in the school those of the same name and 
lineage of the sixth generation from Peter Adams, whose 
wife was the first teacher employed. 

For some years there have been two departments in the 


Adams school known as Grammar and Primary. 
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THE GRAMMAR DEPARTMENT. 


The valuable services of Miss McLane have been continued 
another year, with the same good results substantially as in 
years past. The number of scholars has been somewhat in- 
creased by pupils of this grade in attendance from the Ellice 
school, which has thus become a graded instead of a mixed 
school, to its very great advantage. This greater benefit to 
the pupils is now realized by the parents, who willingly put 
themselves to considerable trouble and expense that those 
qualified may haye the superior advantages of the Grammar 
school. 

The course of study is arranged to give to those who com- 
plete it a good preparation for the Medway High School, 
where six pupils from this school were entered this year at 
the commencement of the Fall term. 


THE PRIMARY DEPARTMENT. 


This school has been under the excellent management and 
instruction of Miss H. L. Pervier, who, much to the regret of 
both parents and pupils, late in the Winter term resigned 
her position. 

Miss Pervier took this step in order to enter upon a course 
of medical study, preparatory to the professional practice of 
medicine. May she have as good success in the healing art 
as in the art of teaching. Her methods of instruction and 
personal influence over the children were the very best. 

On account of prevailing illness confining so many pupils 
at home, the last term was shortened to nine weeks. 

Miss Alice E. Steer of Lanesville, Mass., has been elected 
to succeed Miss Pervier. She is a graduate of the Normal 
School in Salem, and comes highly recommended as a suc- 
cessful teacher. 

THE ELLICE SCHOOL. 


So far as can be ascertained this school was established in 
1718, just twenty years later than the Adams school. The 
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first grant made was ten shillings for a school at “ye bent of 
the river.” It is probable that the first house to accommo- 
date this school was built in 1737. It deriyes its name from 
John Ellice, who was one of the earliest settlers in this 
locality. 

Miss Ida S. Russell, by her fidelity and earnest work, has 
done much the past year to bring this school up in its studies 
and in its deportment. It being no longer a mixed school 
renders possible much that could not be done when it was 
composed of all ages and all grades of advancement. 

Under the same good instruction, the improvement will 
become more apparent as time goes on. 


THE DANIELL SCHOOL. 


As early as 1760 this was one of the three public schools 
maintained in the region which is now known as Millis. Tt 
was known as the school at the « Neck,” as the Ellice school 
was known as the school at the « Bent,” these names being 
derived from the lay of the land. The present houses of the 
Adams and Ellice schools were erected in 1849. The house 
now occupied by this school was built in 1858. The present 
name was adopted in 1885, in honor of Joseph Daniell, who 
was the second settler on this side of the Charles river 
within the limits of the town. He came here in 1662, and 
was the first male school teacher employed as early as 1699. 

In 1840 Dea. Asa Daniell, a lineal descendant in the fifth 
generation from Joseph Daniell left by will a small fund. the 
income of which is to be devoted to the benefit of this school. 
The item in the will reads as follows: 

“TTEM.— I give and bequeath unto the inhabitants of the third school dis- 
trict in the east Parish in said Medway, commonly called the Neck school dis- 
trict, in their corporate capacity, and their successors, the sum of one hundred 
dollars, to be paid by my said wife in one year after my decease. The annual 
income only to be applied toward the Support and maintenance of a Primary 
school in that section of the town forever.” 

This will was made Oct. 17, 1836, and duly signed and 
witnessed. 
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Dea. Daniell died June 7, 1840, and his will was filed 
June thirteenth and proved July seventh of the same year. 

The interest on this money is collected from time to time 
by the town treasurer and duly applied under the direction 
of the School Committee in extending the term of instruction 
in the Daniell school. 

Miss H. J. Richardson still fills the position of teacher 
here to the great satisfaction of all interested in good educa- 
tion. Early in the winter term the school was discontinued 
on account of the illness of so many of the children. The 
number of pupils is small at the largest, and the committee 
have seriously considered the subject of uniting this school 
to the Adams until such time as the number of pupils shall 
warrant its being reopened, but no action has been taken, and 
it is hoped that the Spring term will show a much enlarged 
attendance. 


THE MEDWAY HIGH SCHOOL, 


Master George Kelsey Fisher was the only graduate this 
year in Millis from the Medway High School: to him was as- 
signed the honor of being the Valedictorian of his class, and 
he acquitted himself with great credit to the town. There 
were six pupils from the Adams grammar school admitted 
at the beginning of the Fall term, making the attendance 
larger than last year. 

This arrangement with the town of Medway gives general 
satisfaction and is a mutual benefit to the two towns, afford- 
ing additional support to their High School and providing us 
with high school privileges at a reasonable cost. 

Few country towns can offer school facilities and instrue- 
tion snperior to the town of Millis. 

The committee have had at their disposal for all school pur- 
poses, including salaries, tuition, care of school-houses, fuel, 
transportation and incidentals, two thousand two hundred 
and twenty dollars. 

The money granted by the town was the same as last year,
